2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Heinemann et 
al. (US Patent 5,291,884) discloses an apparatus for measuring a blood parameter that 
can adjust the intensities of first and second light sources to remain substantially 
constant over a range of values of blood parameters. The prior art do not disclose or 
suggest a biological photometric equipment comprising a unit for changing the ratio of 
the irradiated light intensities so that the intensity of the irradiated light in first 
wavelength range is at least either in the range from 0.3 to 0.7 times or in the range 
from 1 .3 to 19 times as compared to the irradiated light of the second wavelength range, 
and also a unit for switching a ratio of the irradiated light intensities from time to time

between the ratio of irradiated light in first wavelength range against the irradiated light 
in the second wavelength range in order to minimize the measurement error.
